Homeowners affected by airport 
urged to attend special meeting

A GROUP is calling on people affect¬ 
ed by noise pollution from Southend 
Airport to attend a special meeting. 

Jon Fuller, co-ordinator for the 
South East Essex Friends of the Earth, 
said under the Land Compensation 
Act 1973, the airport is liable to com¬ 
pensate people. 

He said: “It’s not for any nuisance 
caused, it is for those who have lost 
value on their properties as a result 
of the increase in operations at the 
airport.” 

A compensation claim has to be 
logged wit hin one working year of the 


operation starting, he says. Mr Fuller 
added: “People need to know how to 
tackle this subject. 

“The council has failed to inform 
people around the airport. 

“Thousands of residents are begin¬ 
ning to complain about the noise.” 

Meetings have already been held in 
regards to the noise pollution and sur¬ 
veyors advised residents on the 
process of compensation. 

In one of those meetings one resi¬ 
dent, from Rochford, estimated he had 
lost £70,000 off of the value of their 
property. 

Alastair Welch, managing director 
of Southend Airport, was aware of 


organisations claiming to be able to 
obtain money on a no-win, no-fee 
basis for local residents. 

He said: “The organisations appear 
to be encouraging people to sign up to 
commercial arrangements, some of 
which would appear to be unusual to 
say the least. 

“If people feel they have a claim 
under the Land Compensation Act, we 
understand these claims are generally 
made between one and six years fol¬ 
lowing the completion of the relevant 
project. 

“We would suggest that anyone 
entering into any arrangement with 
any professional firm would always 


be wise to seek independent advice 
first.” 

Mr Fuller added: “We want to act as 
a public information service so people 
know what to do. 

“It is affecting thousands of homes 
so it could mean the airport could end 
up compensating people for tens of 
millions of pounds.” 

A proposal has been put forward to 
hold a meeting for those who feel they 
may have lost money on their proper¬ 
ties. It will be held on Friday, 
September 7.

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‘Outstanding’ rating awarded to 
council for keeping children safe

SOUTHEND Council’s arrangements for looked 
after children has been given a glowing seal of 
approval by Ofsted. 

The authority is one of four in the country to have 
been judged ‘Outstanding’ when it comes to ensur¬ 
ing children and young people are safe. 

Ofsted’s inspection team rated the Council’s safe¬ 
guarding and looked after children services in 20 
different areas and found it met the required stan¬ 
dards. 

Inspectors praised the strength of the partnership 
working in Southend. 

They said: “Partnership arrangements are a sig¬ 
nificant strength and central to the effectiveness of 
achieving improvements in safeguarding services.” 

Inspectors from the watchdog also judged ‘capac¬ 
ity to improve’ and ‘ambition and prioritisation’ for 
safeguarding as ‘Outstanding’. 

The Ofsted report stated that in all the individual 
cases examined by the inspectors, children were 
robustly safeguarded and none were found to be at 
risk of harm. 

James Courtenay, councillor for children and 
learning, was delighted the Ofsted inspection team 
gave the authorities safeguarding and looked after 
children services such a ringing endorsement. 

He said: “The Council and its partners have made 
significant progress over the past few years towards 
ensuring that Southend is one of the safest areas of 
the country to live for children and young people. 

“A lot of hard work has gone into streamlining 
our safeguarding processes to make them as robust 
and effective as possible. 

“The report has highlighted some areas where we 
still need to improve and we won’t be resting on our 
laurels. 

“But it is overwhelmingly positive about the 
arrangements the Council has in place for vulnera¬ 
ble and looked after children.”

CHILDREN from St Mary’s Primary School, 
Prittlewell, won rewards and praise for tackling 
food waste before they split up for the summer 
holidays. 

A group of 30 pupils, who embarked on a 
week long food waste challenge, were present¬ 
ed with special magnets and pencils in recogni¬ 
tion of their recycling efforts. 

During the recent Southend Food Waste Week 
they diligently kept daily food waste diaries, 
recording all items of wasted food. 

Southend councillor for waste Tony Cox con¬ 
gratulated the children for setting an example 
and using their special diaries to help them 
highlight the issue of food waste. 

He said: “It is shocking that more than half of 
Britain’s food waste comes from our homes, 
and half of this is food we could have eaten. 

“Every day in this country we waste around 
five million potatoes, two million tomatoes and 
37 million slices of bread, and throw away half 
of the salad we buy. 

“While some food waste is unavoidable - 
such as vegetable peelings and bones - half of it 
could have been eaten. It is this ‘avoidable’ 
food waste that we want to reduce. 

“If we all stopped wasting food the benefit to 
the planet would be equivalent to taking one in 
every five cars off the road. It would also save 
the average household £480 a year - that’s £50 
per month.”

She said: “We are expecting that sports fans will 
be indulging in some extra energetic activity 
themselves over the coming weeks. 

“Without wanting to be killjoys, we would just 
like to remind everyone they have a responsibili¬ 
ty for both their own sexual health and their part¬ 
ner’s. 

“Condoms are freely available from the 
Kingsley-Ward Centre, in Southchurch Road, 
Southend, as well as the sexual health clinic in the 
hospital. We are receiving extra supplies in readi¬ 
ness for the excitement.”

Alternatively, perhaps Hitler 
might, with compassion for the 
population of Dresden, declared 
the city a non-combat zone and 
allowed the Soviets free passage 
to save the historic city? 

We know how compassionate 
this Prince of Humanity was.

nerable of his own people by 
sending them to a premature 
death? 

Was he likewise moved by 
compassion to save the civilians 
in Berlin? 

Finally; what a pity Mr Stein 
could not have written to Adolf 
directly during the Munich 
Crisis. 

I’m sure that the irrefutable 
logic of his final platitude 
would have persuaded Herr 
Hitler not to invade Poland.

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New nature park ticks all the boxes 

LIZ WADE was impressed on her first visit to the new Thameside Nature Park near Stanford-le-Hope 


A NEW nature park could quite 
easily become one of my 
favourite places to wander 
around if the first impression it 
gave me is anything to go by. 

A sprawling landscape, magnifi¬ 
cent views and plenty of wildlife 
ticked all the boxes when I visited 
Thameside Nature Park, near 
Stanford-le-Hope, shortly after it 
opened to the public on July 1. 

Weaving my way along the 
reserve’s extensive driveway, 
which takes you to a parking area 
next to the new visitor centre’s cir¬ 
cular structure, I was immediately 
amazed by the views along the 
Thames Estuary. With a bird hov¬ 
ering way above me, just shy of 
the clouds, I immediately stum-

■ DIRECTIONS: Cory Environmental Trust 
Visitor Centre and Thameside Nature Park 
can be found in Mucking Wharf Road, 
Mucking, Stanford-le-Hope, Essex, SSI 7

bled across another creature - a 
snail that was dicing with death 
attempting to cross the busy car 
park. While I rescued the little fel¬ 
low from being flattened by the 
vehicles around him, I went on to 
accidently step on one of his 
mates while placing him carefully 
on a log pile. 

Reminding myself that my inten¬ 
tion had been a good one, and 
the outcome an unfortunate one, I 
headed off to the new centre. Its 
gleaming white interior was wel¬ 
coming and while there was a lack 
of visitor leaflets about the site - 
as they were still waiting for them 
to arrive - it was nice to see the 
tea room up and running and 
plenty of visitors already enjoying 
it. 

Through the centre I found the 
circular walkway that winds its 
way around the outside of the 
building up to the roof, where you 
can get an even better view of the 
area. The spiral boardwalk is a 
fantastic idea as it means the roof 
is accessibly to all including 
wheelchair users and mums with 
buggies, thanks to its gently 
slope, so everyone can make the 
most of its 360-degree views over 
Mucking Flats SSSI and the 
Thames Estuary. Many people 
were enjoying the view of the 
area, the passing boats and the 
wildlife while I was there, and 
some of them were even armed 
with binoculars to get a better 
view. 

Mucking Creek and Flats are an 
avian hotspot as they are home to 
thousands of wading birds, espe¬ 
cially in autumn and winter, includ¬ 
ing internationally important num¬ 


bers of Ringed Plover and Avocet, 
as well as nationally important 
numbers of Grey Plover, Dunlin, 
Black-tailed Godwit and 
Redshank. Skylarks also occupy 
the site’s grasslands in impressive 
numbers and visitors can listen to 
their beautiful song while taking a 
stroll alongside the banks of the 
Thames. 

From the roof you can also see 
the new super port being built and 
a member of staff at the centre 
told me that when it is finally built 
visitors will be able to see its huge 
ships turning in the waters in front 
of them. 

The opening of the nature 
reserve is the first finishing post in 
Essex Wildlife Trust’s biggest ever 


project, and while there is plenty 
of work still to be done at the site, 
it is already a major asset to the 
area. Over the years the former 
landfill site has been turned into a 
Living Landscape, and the new 
Cory Environmental Trust Visitor 
Centre has been taking shape. 
While access routes for walkers 
are in place, some new additions 
will be added in future months 
including a children’s play area. 

Inside the centre, which is sur¬ 
rounded by timber fins that act as 
a shield and helping to camou¬ 
flage it into the landscape like a 
fort, visitors will also be able to 
enjoy a snug with a wood-burning 
stove in the colder months. 

Footpaths and cycle ways 


already criss-cross 120 acres of 
the nature park, and will expand 
across its full 845 acres as the 
area develops. 

As the nature park expands and 
matures it will become an amazing 
habitat for both coastal and wet¬ 
land wildlife, with important grass¬ 
lands, woodlands and hedgerows. 
As well as birds, the nature park 
will also be important for many 
species including water voles - our 
fastest declining species - harvest 
mice, butterflies and invertebrates. 
Exmoor ponies will also be a com¬ 
mon sight at the park, when they 
are introduced to graze the area, 
and visitors will be able to enjoy 
more than 12 miles of new foot¬ 
paths, bridleways and cycle ways.

Landlord Question 

I'm renting a flat for the first time and have a question. Do I need to include kitchen equipment if I advertise the 
property as ‘furnished’? I don't know what the legal requirements are. 


Think Property Answer 


Furnished and unfurnished (and even part-furnished) are rather amorphous and unhelpful terms when it comes to 
lettings. There isn’t a legal definition to guide landlords and tenants. In practice, sometimes furnished can mean a 
full complement of furniture and sometimes not. So landlords and tenants are best to approach the terms on a 
property by property basis. 

But when it comes to the kitchen, if you’re letting a place as furnished it’s usually normal to provide a basic set of 
crockery, cutlery, glassware and cooking equipment that will be adequate for the number of tenants you have. 
Obviously, if you are letting a high-end establishment, you’ll want to provide a lot more. 

Most furnished properties will include kitchen goods. We’d say this was a fair allocation per tenant: dinner plate, 
bowl, small plate, cutlery (fork, knife, spoon and teaspoon) plus a mug or two. Some glass tumblers, maybe 
some wine glasses is fair too. 

Regarding cooking items, a few saucepans and a frying pan is fine, along with some utensils. You may want to 
add other items such as a bread board, tin opener and bread knife too. But there isn’t much need to provide 
more and its relatively cheap to provide the basics. There is certainly no need to be lavish and sets can be 
bought for next to nothing. After all, fully expect stuff to get broken as they would in any household,

Q. Help! We need to move and don’t really want 
to wait till the Autumn - but we’re going to be 
away for much of the summer.

Security is really the big issue here. Remember, 4 out of 5 burglaries take place when 
properties are empty - so having an estate agent visiting your property regularly is 
actually a big plus. Not only does it mean your home will get a regular airing, but it’s also 
good to have someone dropping by now and then, just to keep an eye on the place. 

In addition, of course, there are all sorts of other measures you can take - most of which 
are really just common sense. 


For example: 

# Avoid discussing your holiday or business trip in public, and don’t put your home 
address on your luggage. 

# As well as the agent’s visits, try to enlist a friend or neighbour to keep your house 
looking lived-in: for example, by opening and closing curtains, keeping the hallway 
clear of junk mail, etc (particularly important if your front door is glazed) - even 
parking their car in your driveway from time to time. Also, make sure they too have 
contact details for you. 

# Put one or two lights in different rooms on timer switches, and do the same with a 
radio (speech programmes rather than music). 

# Cancel any milk or newspaper deliveries. 

# If you are going to be away for a long period, arrange for someone to keep the garden 
looking neat and cared-for.

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Kia sows the cee’d

I N SECOND generation 
form, Kia’s cee’d no longer 
only looks to undercut 
Focus-class family hatch¬ 
backs: it wants to tackle 
them on equal terms at equal 
prices. Which means it will 
have to be very good indeed. 
With sharper looks, great 
quality and higher technolo¬ 
gy, the signs are promising. 

You can’t fault the way that 
Kia has gone about this. 
Clearly, someone in Seoul 
has looked at just what 
makes the best family hatch¬ 
backs great and gone to 
much trouble to try and emu¬ 
late them. In the original ver¬ 
sion of this car, that meant 
the same clever multi-link 
rear suspension system pio¬ 
neered by Ford’s Focus and 


copied by Volkswagen’s Golf, 
something that’s still not the 
norm in this segment. In this 
second generation model, 

Kia has gone further. Think 
our steering system lacks 
feel? No problem: here’s a 
Flex Steer system so you can 
choose your level of feed¬ 
back. Believe our petrol 
engines to be ordinary? 
Here’s a state-of-the-art 
direct injection unit. Find our 
automatic gearbox antiquat¬ 
ed? Check out this hi-tech 
double-clutch version. 

And the result? Well, it still 
won’t satisfy those for who 
driving dynamics are every¬ 
thing. The rest of us though 
should be quite satisfied. 

After all, these models are 
certainly as rapid as most 
owners will need them to be, 
this diesel 1.6 making sixty 


from rest in 11.5s on the way 
to 122mph, a second and a 
half and 16mph quicker than 
its 1.4-litre CRDi counterpart. 

This second generation 
cee’d certainly looks more 
purposeful, but a more 
dynamic shape is usually a 
less practical one if, as in this 
case, it’s based on essentially 
the same platform with the 
same wheelbase as the pre¬ 
vious generation design. So 
how can Kia claim this car to 
now be the most practical 
option in the family hatch¬ 
back segment? I always think 
the acid test here is found on 
the back seat. That lower 
roof height has been more 
than compensated for with a 
lower ride height, so even tall 
folk are better catered for, 
with 12mm more roof space 
than before. And the 50mm 
of extra body length has 
translated into 21 mm of extra 
pace for their legs too, so a 
six foot tall passenger can sit 
behind someone in front of 
them of a similar size. 

And at the wheel? Well, the 
fascia layout is neat, though 
there are rather a lot of but¬ 


tons, more than I’ve seen on 
any steering wheel since a 
drove a Ferrari 458 Italia. 
What’s important though is 
that this is a classy place to 
be, with improvements in 
quality that are actual as well 
as perceived. 

This cee’d might not be 
quite the bargain it once was, 
prices having risen by around 
30 per cent over those 
charged back in 2007. 

Having said that, it still repre¬ 
sents an awful lot of quality 
for your money. Asking prices 
sit in the usual £15,000 to 
£25,000 bracket common to 
mainstream family hatch¬ 
backs these days, but within 
this, Kia still reckons to 
undercut obvious rivals by 
around 15 per cent, a claim 
largely borne out by list price 
study. 

Even the entry level model 
gets air conditioning with a 
cooled glovebox to keep 
your drinks chilled, a decent 
quality CD stereo with steer¬ 
ing wheel controls, plus USB 
and iPod connectivity, electri¬ 
cally adjustable heated door 
mirrors, a height-adjustable 


driver’s seat, front electric 
windows, daytime running 
lights and Hill Start Assist 
control to stop you from drift¬ 
ing backwards on uphill junc¬ 
tions. Plus all the usual safety 
stuff. 

You might never have 
expected to be handing over 
£15,000 to £20,000 or more 
for a Korean family hatch¬ 
back like this one - but then, 
you might never have 
expected to be able to own a 
five-seater family hatch of this 
kind capable of over 
120mph, yet also able to 
return nearly 80mpg and 
under lOOg/km of C02. 
Times move on and we need 
to adjust our perspectives to 
suit. 

Those sorts of figures are 
the ones you’ll buy into if you 
go for the headline model in 
the range, the 126PS 1.6-litre 
CRDi diesel. Thanks to an 
ISG start/stop system that 
cuts the engine when you 
don’t need it, waiting at the 
lights or stuck in urban traffic, 
this variant is able to return 
76.3mpg on the combined 
cycle and put out just 


97g/km of C02. 

There will still be people of 
course, who’ll blindly buy a 
Focus, a Golf or some other 
family hatchback from a con¬ 
ventional mainstream brand 
without considering its 
Korean alternative. But these 
will largely be uninformed folk 
yet to fully cotton on to the 
way that products in this 
segment have changed. 
Thanks to the success of this 
cee’d, there are fewer cus¬ 
tomers of this kind around. 

Of course, shortlist selec¬ 
tion isn’t the same as a sale. 
There are family hatch folk 
who’ll want more powerful 
engines or more dynamic 
handling than this car can 
offer. But, I’d suggest, many 
more will enjoy this Kia’s 
sharp looks, impressive quali¬ 
ty, class-leading practicality 
and low running costs. True, 
the asking prices may be a 
little higher than you might 
expect from a South Korean 
brand, but don’t judge hem 
until you’ve tried the product, 
a confident design from a 
very confident brand. I think 
you might like it.

Be prepared in case 
of a car breakdown 


A BREAKDOWN can happen to anyone 
at any time. If it happens to you, it’s as 
well to be prepared. 

So what should you carry in your car? 

■ A fully charged mobile phone. Once a 
‘nice to have’ status symbol which has now 
become an essential part of modern life for 
most people. 

■ An up-to-date map or Sat Nav. This will 
help you identify your location to the recovery 
centre. Most recovery organisations will ask 
their members to pick out any landmarks to 
help the operator reach them faster. 

■ Warm clothing and Wellington boots. 
Prepare yourself in case you get stranded in 
the snow and need to walk to reach a 
phone. 

■ A shovel. If setting out in heavy snow, or 
when it is forecast, it makes sense to carry a 
shovel in the boot just in case you run into a 
drift. 

■ Chocolate and a warm drink. If going on 
a long journey in bad weather, it is also 
advisable to take supplies of food and drink. 
You never know what difficulties you may run 
into. 

■ A torch with working batteries. If it is 
dark when you break down you may need to 
get out of the car to see what the problem 
is. Motoring organisations will always try to 
identify the cause of the breakdown when 
the member calls to ensure the operator 
arrives with any special equipment needed, 
and the appropriate recovery vehicle. 

■ A first aid kit. If you are involved in a 
minor accident, or even see another collision 
on the roads, it is always best to be pre¬ 
pared. 

■ A set of jump leads. The cold weather 



puts an additional strain on the battery, 
which can often be remedied with the help of 
another motorist. 

■ A spare wheel. Check your tyre is in 
good condition, with an adequate tread and 
tyre pressure. 

In severe weather conditions emergencies 
may arise where motorists have to venture 
out onto the roads. In these situations, dri¬ 
vers should: 

■ Clear the windows and mirrors fully of 
any snow before setting off. Drivers who only 
clear a small area are not only breaking the 
law but present a danger to themselves and 
others on the road by not having clear all 
round vision. Sections 30 and 34 of the 
Road Vehicles (Construction and Use) 
Regulations 1986 state that ETWindscreens 
and windows MUST be free from obstruction 
to vision, and MUST be kept clean. 

■ Always try to tell someone what time you 
are travelling and when you expect to arrive. 
This will alert them should you encounter any 
difficulties. 

■ Keep a close eye on your precise loca¬ 
tion. This will help the recovery services find 
you if you break down.
